REMARKS 

These remarks are submitted in reply to the Office Action dated September 11, 2007. 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and further examination of the patent application 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.111. 

Claims 1-20 remain in the present application. Based on the remarks herein, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw all outstanding rejections. 

I. Claims 1, 3-5, 10, 11, 16 and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1,3-5, 10, 11 and 20 have been amended to address the various objections and 
rejections. 

II. Claims 1 - 6, 14 and 15 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Lupper, U.S. Publication No. 2003/0171112. Claims 7 - 9, 16, 18 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable Lupper, U.S. Publication No. 2003/0171112, in view of 
Lupien, U.S. Patent No. 6.463.055. Claims 12 and 13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Lupper, U.S. Publication No. 2003/01711 12, in view of Chan, U.S. 
Patent No. 7.1 97.765. Claim 17 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lupper. U.S. Publication No. 2003/0171112, in view of Kalavade, U.S. Publication No. 
2003/0051041. Claim 19 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lupper. U.S. Publication No. 2003/0171112. in view of Lupien, U.S. Patent No. 6,461,055. and 
further in view of Kalavade, U.S. Publication No. 200310051041. 
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Applicant has amended claims 1 to include a " one-time entropy generated p assword" and 
the independent claims 14 and 19 to include "a one-time use" password. Support for this 
amendment is found at least in the Abstract and throughout the detailed description. Applicant 
respectfully submits that none of the art cited in the present office action teaches a one-time use 
password. Indeed the password of the present cited art uses an assigned password that is 
inflexible and not operable in embodiments of the present invention. A randomly entropy 
generated password is required for operation in the LANs without previously set up accounts as 
provided in the present invention. 

As all independent claims have been amended to include this limitation and as none of 
the art cited in support of the rejections set forth in the September 11, 2007 office action teach 
this limitation, Applicant respectfully submits the rejection of claims 1, 10 and 14 and claims 
that depend there from have been traversed. 
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Conclusion 

In light of at least the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicant respectfully submits 
that claims 1-5,7, and 9-25 are in condition for allowance and such action is earnestly 
solicited.
